Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: The Examiner called Ms. Ryback to discuss Examiner's amendment to get the 
application in condition for allowance on October 20, 2009. The Examiner informed Ms. Ryback that the limitation of 
■■physiological salt concentration" was a new matter and suggested limiting the claim to "sodium chloride 
concentration of 145 mM" for claims 1 and 102. Ms. Ryback indicated that she would need to talk to the inventors and 
would get back to the Examiner. On October 23, Ms. Ryback called to indicate that the inventors were agreeable, but 
wanted to know if "egual to or about 145 mM NaCI" would be OK (suport on page 7, lines 9-10). The Examiner called 
back on October 26, 2009 indicating that the term "sodium chloride concentration egual to or about 145 mM" was OK. 
Additionally, claim 4 was discussed to insert "net" in front of chargned amino acids. Claim 63 was discussed to amend 
the claim as an independent claim. "A method for bone repair comprising applying the composition of claim 1 as a 
scaffold. " Claim 104 would be cancelled. Ms. Ryback gave authority for the Examiner's amendment as described
